There an old saying that two 
families cannot dwell harmoniously 
in the same house, but where one of 
them is composed of both black and 
white. and other exclusively of 
whites, a separation would be as cer- 
tain and taxation, and the 
general conference of the proposed 
new church would be made precisely 
of such a racial mixture.

After referring to the utterances of 
Bishop McDowell in his Episcopal 
Address of 1920, indorsing negro 
equality in the church, he said:

will regarding everything.” : 

The answer alleges that newspaperg 
pay a commission to advertising agene 
cies for services, and such is not rent 
dered by direct advertisers. The an- 
swer contains ten paragraphs making 
zeneral and specifie denials of the
